A Disappointed Donor. 

A lawyer in London has offered to present 
Hdmonton with « half block of property, which 
he thinks must be highly valuable from the rat- 
ing that is put upon it by the city assessor, He 
Will doubtless be surprised to learn that the un- 
Appreciative city council declines his offer with 
thanks.

As he paid up last year as per usual, 
couneil shrewdly surmises that he may pay again 
this year: and in the circumstances couneil would 
very much rather have cash than real estate. 


Town Recruits for the Farm. 


President Moore of the Trades and Labor Con- 
fress thinks the Canadian Government should es- 
tablish ‘‘training camps”’ in Canada, similar to 
Those in operation in England, and ‘‘make an ef- 
fort to colonize vacant land with recruits from the 
ranks of the unemployed”’ men in Canada. 


There is a good deal to be said in support of 
that claim, provided there are many unemployed 
men in Canada who would take advantage of the 
opportunity. There is no advantage to the coun- 
try in bringing a man from the other side of the 
Atlantic te put an idle quarter section into eulti- 
vation if a man who is out of work in Canada can 
he got to dp the work and accept thi 
And it does seem to have been the case that the 
more oversea migrants we have got to go upon 
the land, the greater has been the drift of Cana- 
dians from the farms to the towns, where many of 
thm fall into unemployment. 


The one reason to doubt the practicability of 


the suggestion is the uncertainty that any large 
proportion of the idle men in the centres would 
fo farming if the Government established train- 
ing camps and gave them all the other induce- 
frents held out to the prospective immigrant. The 
* back to the land’’ movement in Canada has been 
more a hope than a reality. If there is any way 
of stimulating among unemployed Canadians a 
Cesire to lift themselves from the position of job- 
hunters, to farmers it is a national mistake to not 
dv it. The best of all possible settlement policies 
would be one which transplanted the workless 
fown man onto a farm; provided he wants to go 
there, and would work when he got there, 

The Japanese Viewpoint. 

Japan, it is reported, is willing 
theaty with China on a basis of exchanging favor 
for favor as with an equal. That, no doubt, does 
much to confirm the Cantonese leaders in de- 
manding the same treatment from other countries. 

The Washington conference came about main- 
ly beeause of uncertainty abroad as to Japan's 
attentions toward its larger but almost helpless 
neighbor. A prime cause of the gathering was 
the Japanese occupation of one of the richest pro- 
vinees in China; which was interpreted in some 
quarters as intended to be permanent, and to 
mark the commencement of a policy of dismem- 
berment or of systematic subjugation. 

The agreement made at the conference was 
specifically aimed to prevent any such poliey of 
encroachment. If Japan is now prepared to 
Waive special concessions, and dea! with China as 
though it were a sovereign state in fact as well us 
in name, the fear of any foreign country breaking 
up China or conquering China can be dismissed.
